Writing on this subject in the Weedly 
Irish Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :— 

Indian meal may be given instead of flake 
meal; oatmeal may be omitted and more 
ground oats given. If meat of any kind 
can be procured, it should be boiled and 
chopped up, and in this case the meat 
meal or fish meal will not be required.

A New Ambassador. 


Like so many other men who have made 
names for themselves in Britain’s diplo- 
matic service, Sir William Tyrrell, the 
new Ambassador to France, is an Irish- 
man. It is true that he was born in 
India and that he was educated at 
Balliol ; but you could not be in his com- 
pany for five minutes without discovering 
his Hibernian origin. 

Sir William was a cousin of the famous 
Trinity scholar, the late Dr. R. Y. 
Tyrrell, who was one of the most brilliant 
men of his generation. I remember when 
[ was in Paris in the beginning of 1919 
during the long-drawn-out Peace Con- 
ference, Sir William was at the Hotel 
Majestic with his chief, the late Sir Eyre 
(rowe, whom he afterwards succeeded as 
Permanent Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 
He always was friendly to the Press, and 
when he heard that a representative of 
an Irish paper was in Paris he imme- 
diately invited me to go to see him.

Spring in Phenix Park. 


As I was passing through the Phenix 
Park early yesterday morning I became 
intensely aware that spring was with us. 
There was that intoxication in the air, 
that softness in the blue of the sky which 
recalled April days. Daffodils were out 
possibly before their time owing to the 
mildness of last week, but the authentic 
note was the full-throated song of the

I 
wondered if there were a sufficient number 
af bird-lovers in Dublin who would be 
interested in the establishment of a bird 
sanctuary in the Phenix Park. It is in 
a much betier position naturally than 
Hyde Park, being in the open country 
while the latter is in the middle of 
London, and the comparative seclusion of 
some of the large areas of the Pheenix 
Park would make an ideal sanctuary. 


An Trish Flower Farm. 


I hear that the Hon. Brinsley Plunket, 
who married Miss Guinness some time ago, 
has taken a place near Portarlington with 
the intention of starting a flower farm. A 
few flower farms throughout the country 
should add a much-needed touch of colour 
to the landscape, which would be some 
compensation for the scarcity of trees. 

When on the subject of gardens, I am 
reminded of Walpole’s garden near Ash- 
ford, County Wicklow. This is one of the 
most delightful spots in a _ delightfui 
county. Mr. Walpole has all kinds of 
rare flowers, plants and shrubs, and 
formerly visitors were permitted to visit 
the garden on presenting their card, but 
this kindness was abused by some ill- 
conditioned persons, and the privilege was 
withdrawn. Mr. Walpole, however, is 
always glad to give a special order to see 
the garden to any person calling on him at 
his office in Suffolk street. 

Twenty years or so ago a well-kept 
suburban garden in Dublin was rather the 
exception than the rule, but now there are 
many attractive gardens to be seen. In 
former ‘years one scarcely ever saw flowers 
in front of a labourer’s cottage in the 
country, but last summer a friend of mine 
who had not visited Ireland for about 
fifteen years was struck with the display 
of flowers in the plots before the labourers’ 
cottages. 


A Cock as Watch Dog. 


A friend writes: ‘‘I have heard of 
trained snakes acting as ‘ watchdogs,’ 
but until recently I never heard of a cock 
holding that position. I garage my car 
at the rear of the house in which I 
occupy a flat in Ballsbridge, and I often 
eet home after midnight. Every night 
a cock in a hen roost in the garden wakes 
up and crows lustily as I walk up the 
garden. I have become so used to it 
that my ear is tuned to the ringing notes 
that signal my arrival. I am told by 
other residents in the house that it is 
the same with them when they happen 
to come in the back way after the mid- 
night hour.”’

VERDI'S LAST WORK. 


In the absence of Commendatore Esposito, 
Dr. Larchet and Mr. 1. H. Weaving shared 
the task of conducting the concert of the 
Dublin Orchestral Society -at the Theatre 
Rovai last Saturday. This was the first 
occasion since the foundation of the Society 
some thirty years <go on which Dr. Esposito 
has been absent, and the audience gave a 
sympathetic reception to Dr, Larchet’s deli- 
very of a message from the veteran musician, 
who sent un expression of special regret at 
being obliged to miss the first production in 
Dublin of the last compositions of Verdi, and 


also the ori ter ei of the lovely Second 
Symphony of Brahms. 
adi Dr. Larchet thus fell on Saturday what 
was probably the -.ost exacting task that 
ever he has had to undertake—the conduct- 
ing of the Brahms Symphony. This Second 
Symphony is one of the noblest examples of 
symphonic writing since Beethoven. Its 
purely musical plan yields little matter for 
discussion: it raises no questions of exper!- 
ment in form such as were to be noted in 
eonnection with the symphonic works of 
Berlioz and Liszt that were heard in Dublin 
lately. It gives, however, a peculiar sense 
of satisfaction to the trained musical ear, 
and proves the virtue of the classical m el 
as the supreme form of expression mM 
orchestral music. While in all four of his 
symphonies Brahms’s method was essentially 
the same, his Second Symphony is distin- 
guished hy abundance of appealing beauty in 
theme and treatment. 

The Society’s orchestra seldom has done 
better work in any music it has undertaken, 
and. on the whole, it rose well to the height 
of its lofty task. There was not always 
strict clearness in the course of the first two 
movements, but the Allegretto movement 
seemed to have been studied well, and, get- 
ting a sure grip on its work there, the 
orchestra want on tc an exhilarating per- 
formance of the final movement. Elements 
of roughness which had been evident in the 
work of the orchestra at previous concerts 
hed been fine! away, and

Under his direction 
Beethoven's ‘‘ Egmont ” Overture also went 
well. 

For the Verdi pieces a select choir had 
been tramed by Mr, T. H. Weaving, 
who conducted the performance of them. 
Thess ‘Pour Sacred Tieces,’’ written 
when Verdi was eighty-five years. of 
age, received first production in Paris 
in 1898. They have rich intrinsic interest, 
in addition to such appeal to curiosity as 
they possess in being the last work of a 
grand old man of music. In the '' Ave 
Maria” the persistence of a scale theme, 
called a “scala  enigmatica,” which the 
composer uses as a kind of “ ground,” gives 
a peculiar etfect of relation to ancient church 
music, as. if (which is not the case) the 
writing were modal. This, and a ‘Landi 
alla Vergine " (a setting for female voices of 
a passage from Dante's “ Paradiso’’) are un- 
accompanied. On a larger scale are the 
‘* Stabat Mater’ and the “ Te Deum,’’ which 
are for voices (in the Te Deum for double 
chorus) with ovchestra. Here we have vivid 
writing, which often recals the manner of the 
composer's famous “ Reguiem.” The pieces 
clearly are the work of a master; there is a 
sureness of touch in the securing of effects 
which betokens a practised hand and a fertile 
mind—and neither mind nor hand seemed to 
be failing, despite the composer’s great age. 
The choir contained good voices, and the 
performance was satisfactory on the whole. A 
pronounced ‘‘ wobble’’ in one, at least, of 
the soprano vuices made the chording uncer- 
tain here and there, but the same voice, or 
voices, proved to be useful later on in giving 
brilliance to the tone of the chorus in some 
of the more telling passages of the Te Deum. 

The inclusion of these works with chorus 
gave the programme a wider attraction, and 
the innovation is not to be dropped. The 
yrogramme announced for the next: concert 
includes the vocal element again. Specially 
interesting is the promise of the “ Kntrance 
of the Gods into Valhalla,” with the Rhine

It is interesting to note that during his 
visit t> Americe for the International 
Police Conference a couple of years ago 
General O’Duffy was commissioned an 
Honoiary Colonel of the famous “ Sixty- 
ninth '” Regiment of New York, and was 
given the freedom of that city. 

It was in September, 1922, that he was 
specially requested by the Provisional Go- 
vernment to take up the organisation of 
the Civic Guard. He was at that time 
General Officer Commanding the Southern 
Command of the Irish Free State Army.

| General O’Dufiy was withdrawn from the 


Civic Guard and appointed General Officer 
Commanding the Forces by the Executive 
Council, with his headquarters in the old

Where “13” Proved Lucky. 


With reference to a recent paragraph, a 
correspondent reminds me of another 
instance of Parnell’s abhorrence of No. 13, 
which has been recorded by Mr. T. M. 
Healy, the ex-Governor-General of the 
Free State, in connection with the 
Monachan election of 1883. The night 
before the polling Mr. Healy and his 
leader arrived in Castleblayney, and were 
shown to their respective bedrooms in the 
hotel. A few minutes later Mr. Healy 
heard Parnell’s voice in the corridor order- 
ing his apartment to be changed. ‘‘ There 
he was,” says Mr. Healy, “ standing in 
the passage opposite his bedroom door 
with his bag in his hand, evidently chaf.- 
ing, and very much put out. ‘ Look at 
that,’ he said, pointing to the number of 
his door. It was No 13. ‘ What a room 
t» give me! They are Tories, I suppose, 
and have done it on purpose.’”’ It was, 
as a matter of fact, the best bedroom ir 
the hotel. 

Mr. Healy offered to exchange rooms, 
and, after much reluctance, Parnell 
agreed, saying: ‘‘If you sleep in that 
room you will lose the election.’’ Hiv 
superstition was not borne out, as Mr 
Healy won easily. 

Mr. Healy’s opponent at that election 
was Mr. Charles Monroe, who shortly 
afterwards became Judge of the Land 
Court, a position in which he was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Justice (now Sir John) 
Ross, the last of the Irish Lord Chan- 
cellors. Mr. Justice Monroe’s son is now 
Prime Minister of Newfoundland, and on 
his visit to this country some eighteen 
months ago was the honoured guest of 
his father’s, former opponent at the 
Viceregal Lodge.

AN EXAMPLE TO CHRISTIAN 
NATIONS. 


The sufferings of Armenia, her past history 
and her present dire need of help, formed the 
subject of an address given yesterday in 
Christ Church Cathedral at the afternoon 

Captain. Gracey, D.5.0., 
the early. centuries Armenia 
was a nation with a population of forty 
millions. She was the first to accept 
Christianity as a national religion; hers was 
an old Apostolic Church, founded by two of 
the Disciples. If there ever had been in the 
world a Church that had joined and kept and 
cemented together her people certainly it was 
the Armenian Church, a Church that was 
endowed with saintly patriarchs, saintly 
bishops and God-fearing priests 

Geographically, the country was in a posi- 
tion of much danger, bounded on one side 
by Turkey, on another by Persia and on the 
north by Russia. The Armenia of to-day 
was a mangled people, bruised and broken on 
a cross. Lands and territories had been 
taken from her, but that to which she held 
more tenaciously, more grandly and gloriously 
the enemy never could take from her—she 
would rather suffer death than lose her faith 
in her Church. 

All down through history the Armenians 
had tried to play their part as a Christian 
people. Armenia never got the credit she 
ought to have got for the splendid heroic 
part, she played in the great war. One-fifth 
of the Armenian male population died in 
defence of the Allied cause. Since then the 
small nations of the world had their rights 
protected, but for broken and crushed 
Armenia there was as yet no place where 
she could in safety lay her head.

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HARVEST OF THE 
DEEP. 


(By H. H.C.) 


€66 COMEWHERE on the east coast of 
Scotland ”' four of us sailed on 8.T. 
Blanc for a novel holiday. When well out 


to sea we, as we had been advised, “ paid | 


our footing’’ by handing out a stiff tot to 
every member of the crew, those on duty 
getting theirs when relieved, Thus we 
made ourselves members of the ship’s 
company. 

The crew of a trawler was very different 
then from what it is now. The lime- 
caught fish was the one in demand, and 
there was still a large fleet of brown-sailed 
yawls at work, the women’s work being 
‘‘ redding ” lines and baiting thousands of 
hooks. This fleet kept the fishermen in 
work at home, but the trawlers had to have 
crews. 

Our crew, nine all told, were a varied 
lot. The skipper and mate only were 
fishermen ; the two engineers were engineers 
with pasts; the first deck-hand a profes- 
sional football player, and the others old 
sailor-men. Honesty was conspicuous, and 
anything solid, even money, could with 
safety be left lying about. Now the yawls 
are few and the fishermen are at sea in 
up-to-date trawlers which carry crews of 
thirty or more. 


TERRIFR OF THE SEA. 


Although the trawler is now an up-to- 
date craft, she is still the terrier of the 
sea, never admitting defeat. Making good 
weather of the heaviest gales, and caring 
nothing for snow or ice, she seems to know 
and respond to the grip of her skipper’s 
hand in her wheelhouse, while she thrusts 
her high bows ahead, thrashing to the 
rescue of some sister ship or carrying mails 
and comforts to the people .of lonely St. 
Kilda. What a glorious war record these 
trawler-men and trawlers have! What a 
number of D.S.C. medals is treasured in 
East Coast cottages and what a roll of 
honour! 

“Down trawl’’: we are now on the 
fishing ground, 150 miles N.E. of the 
May, and have become one of the fleet 
steaming in large circles near “ the dand,”’ 
a flag-carrying float anchored by the first 
boat that spots fish. Since we left port 
no regular watch has been set, the skipper 
and mate standing trick about at the 
wheel ; now the length of time the trawl is 
down constitutes a watch. If the traw! 
meets with no obstruction it is down for 
two hours, during which time the hands 
turn in, “all standing’’; but if there is 
an obstruction, up it comes and the watch 
is broken. 

The hauling of the trawl! is no easy job, 
and must be done in the eye of the wind 
to prevent the vessel from drifting down 
on, and so fouling, the gear. The ship’s 
engines are stopped and the winch starts 
coiling up the long hawsers, but the net 
is brought aboard by hand. A gale often 
drives rain or snow in the men’s faces, 
while the ice-gold water seems to freeze 
their hands. Tí people understood what 
men go through to supply the fish market, 
they would consider fish cheap even at a 
greater cost than it now represents. 


RACE FOR THE MARKFT. 


When the heavy bag containing the 
catch is swung inboard on a derrick, the 
““eod-end,” tied with a special knot, is 
opened with a single pull, and a silver 
cascade pours into the well, from which th 
fish are sorted, vutted and boxed. One 
boat in the fleet shows a flag. She is the 
carrier, and every night the others head 
for her and tranship their catches, with 
which she races for market. This tran- 
shipping is often a dangerous matter, as 
small boats have to be lowered, loaded with 
heavy boxes and unloaded again—often 
with a heavy sea running, and all by the 
aid of naked duck lights. 

So the days passed. One of us turned in, 
‘fall standing,” in the skipper’s “ state 
room.’ I did the same in the 
engineer’s, when he was on duty, these 
being the only cabins in the ship. The 
other two occupied bunks in the saloon, 
but we could never be all asleep at the 
same time 

The food was good. “The ship’s 
‘* doctor ’’ (the cook) saw to that, and had 
supplies brought out daily by the return- 
ine carrier. Í have seen seven kinds of 
fish on the table at one time, all served 
in one dish, from which every man helped 
himself. The cocoa and coffee were ship's 
stuff, hot and strong. 

We hardly felt the days pass and were 
somewhat surprised when, after a | 
night out, we showed the carrier's flag and 
that nicht ran for home.

For the Church ot 
God, and for her children, God's honour, 
God's law and God's service must come be 
fore all other things. To-day, just as of 
old, the Christian’s blood is being poured 
out for Christ, and in Mexico, Russia and 
China, the love of Christ extinguishes all fear 
in -the hearts of the martyrs. Christ de- 
mands sacrifice and the sacrifice is made. 

‘The Catholic outlook on life is totally 
ppposed to the outlook of the world. If the 
(‘atholic is sincere, his conduct must reflect 
his belief. If his religion is a reality to 
him, if it~ is to him the one thing that 
really matters, then the spirit of his faith 
and glorious hope, in a. word, the spirit of 
Christ, must be manifested outwardly in his 
actions. 

‘Several elements contribute to the for- 
mation of this spirit: first, earnestness and 
simplicity, about our religion; secondly, 
courage in practising it and defending it 
trom attacks from whatever source they 
come; and thirdly, readiness to make sacri- 
lices if the cause of God or of His Church 
require them. 

WHAT RESULT WOULD BE. 

‘ What the result would be if such a strong 
Catholic spirit existed among us, must be 
evident to all. 

“ Many abuses that have been long rooted 
would be extirpated, and many potent sources 
of danger to immortal souls would be re- 
moved. The minds of our young people 
would be no longer poisoned by vile and 
sensual writings, often, in their grossness, 
unfit even for the eyes of decent pagans; 
difficulties between employers and employed 
would be met and solved as between members 
of one Christian family; our young men 
would turn a deaf ear to those evil advisers 
who direct their thoughts to ways of violence

“The Lausanne Conference was a failure. 
and the reason could be stated in 
a few “words. There were intiuential 
Christians at the Conference who held 
different views about faith and about 
Church. It was urged that an ambiguous 
equivocal confession of faith could not serve 
as the basis of Christian union. The dele- 
gates could not agree on a clear, unequivocal 
confession of faith; and so the Conference 
ended in failure. 

MALIMES CONFERENCE. 

“The Malines Conversations aroused our 
interest, chiefly from the circumstance of the 
association of the late Cardinal Mercier with 
them. The Anglican delegates agreed that 
the Bishop of Rome has a primacy among 
all the Bishops of Christendom, and that 
without communion with him there was no 
prospect of a re-united Christendom. It was 
objected on the Catholic side that a primacy 
of honour was not sufficient. The Anglicans 
answered that it was not a primacy ol 
honour alone, and that it was also a primacy 
of responsibilty; but beyond admitting that 
it implied responsibility they would go no 
iurther in the way of defining the preroga- 
tives of the Papal supremacy. 

‘The projects of union, such as that con- 
templated at the Lausanne Conference, are 
condemned by the Pope, and Catholics are 
forbidden to take part in such conferences, or 
to favour such methods and schemes of union 
in any way. The Pope condemns the scheme 
of union as altogether inadequate to restoring 
to Christendom the religrous unity willed by 
Jesus Christ—the unity of a visible kingdom. 

PROTESTANT LIFE. 

“ Tf we are Catholics,’’ he says, 
Catholics by our own free will, And now 
what is the real truth about the vaunted 
freedom of non-Catholics in the matter of 
faith? Let us consider Protestant life as it 
manifests itself in the education of the young; 
in its treatment of converts to the Catholic 
Church; in its toleration of error; in_ its 
hostility to any approach to Catholicity. 

“First, in the religious education of the 
voung, we find that the different Protestant 
denominations follow closely the Catholic 
method of education. Very little is left to 
the free exercise of mind and will. And 
what if the teachers have no mission, if they 
teach religious error, if it is a case of the 
blind teaching the plind? 

** Secondly, from the treatment of converts 
to the Catholic Church, it 1s notorious that, 
in the Protestant Churches, the “right of 
every man to the free exercise of his own 
mind and will’ is mot respected and conceded. 

‘Thirdly we do see freedom in the 
Protestant Churches, in the sense. of 
toleration of errors avout the most 
fundamental truths of Christianity. There is 
freedom for denying human freedom; for 
denying the resurrection and even the 
divinity of Christ; for denying the efficacy 
of the sacraments, and of speaking of it as 
magic. This freedom is allowed to laymen, 
to clergymen, even to bishops. 

TWO CASES. 

“ But, fourthly, suppose a clergyman shows 
any tendency towards the Roman position, 
what about his ‘right to the free exercise 
of his own mind and will’? Let us suppose 
a Presbyterian clergyman to address his con- 
gregation as follows: ‘ Brethren, every man 
has a right to the free exercise of his own 
mind and will, and in the exercise of this 
right I venture to tell you that our Church 
is wrorg on the question of a hierarchy and 
of the Blessed Eucharist, that we ought to 
accept the Roman doctrine on these points.’ 
What shoulc the elders think of the daring 
minister? Again, let us suppose an Episco- 
palian clergyman to address his congrega- 
tion: ‘ Brethren, I believe, after all, that the 
Roman doctrine about the Blessed Virgin, 
about confession, about the Mass and the 
Real Presence, about the Primacy of the 
Pope, is the true revealed doctrine of Jesus 
Christ.’ Should he be allowed his divine 
birthright of freedom of the mind, or should 
he find himself cited to appear before an 
ecclesiastical court ?’’

WHERE COMPROMISE IS 


IMPOSSIBLE. 


The Most Rev. Dr. 
McRory, Bishop of 
Down and Connor, 
deals in detail with 
the Papal Encyclical 
Letter ‘‘on the Pro- 
motion of True Reli- 
gious Unity.’’ It was 
the most earnest de- 
sire of the Catholic 
Church that all man- 
kind, and especially 
those bodies that 
separated from her in 
the past, might be 
gathered unto 
Christ’s one true fold. 
But that was not 
what was aimed at 
by those individuals 
and societies outside the Church that pro- 
fessed to be so eager for Christian unity. 
What they meant was not that they should 
come into the Catholic Church and submit to 
her authoritv, but that the various bodies 
calling themselves Christian, the Catholic 
Church amongst them, should come together, 
sink their differences, and agree about a few 
fundamental doctrines which might form the 
basis of the spiritual life. Many of these 
people appeared to be actuated by the highest 
motives. 

Only the consciousness of his responsibility 
and duty. as the Vicar of Christ and Father 
of the Faithful, had moved His Holinese to 
speak out so clearly and strongly. To all 
the alluring hopes and rosy anticipations he 
made the straight and staggering reply, that 
beneath them there lay hid a most grave 
error, by which the foundations of the 
Catholic Faith would be completéiv destroyed. 

THE POPE'S REFUTATION. 

“What this error is is best seen from the 
argument by which the Holy Father refutes 
it. It is that these advocates of religious 
unity, falsely believing all religions to be 
good, ready for compromiee and prepared to 
discard or ignore articles of faith, plainly 
think they are at liberty to choose their own 
faith and religion, and to allow others to do 
‘the same, provided only that agreement can 
be reached on a few fundamental questions. 
They forget that God has spoken, and that 
He must be believed and obeyed in small 
things as well as great. 

“The Holy Father s refutation of this error 
may be summed up briefly thus: God has 
vouchsafed a revelation, and set up on earth 
one visible, infallible Church to guard and 
interpret it; and hence from that Divine 
revelation, interpreted by that Divinely- 
established Church, men must take their 
religion and the faith on which it was 
founded. But the argument, which I have 
thus briefly indicated, is set forth at consider- 
able length and with great power. 

A GOMMON CREED.

Lord established one Church—one body knit 
together under one Head, bv a common faith 
and common worship—in the senee thus ex- 
plained.

A NEED IN IRELAND

The Most Rev. Dr. Morrisroe, Bishop of 
Achonrv, in his Pastoral, says :— 

As we turn our eyes to-day from the 
spectacle of religious chaos which fills the 
world about us, and rest them upon the fair 
vision of our unerring Church, the cry rises 
to our lips that the sight of the transfigured 
Christ drew from the ravished Apostle, 
“Lord, it is good for us to be here’’ (Math., 
xvii., 4). It is, indeed, good for us to abide 
in security within the household, where truth 
guards the portals and where the unquiet 
spirit of uncertainty is not permitted to enter. 
The seasons may bring their changes, genera- 
tions may come and go, but the bride of 
Christ, endowed with never-failing freshness, 
knows no shadow of alteration or vicissitude. 
In this she is like her Founder—* Jesus 
Christ, yesterday and to-day; and the same 
for ever ” (Heb., xiii., 8). 

How much do we not owe to the kind 
Providence that cast our birth in this, the 
true fold? What a signal grace to be placed 
from tenderest years under the care of a 
faithful guide, who will lead us safely through 
every peril to the home that awaits us 
bevond. We can never be grateful er 2 
for this gift of faith, because of all the 
diseases that afflict the mind the sharpest is 
the anguish of religious doubt. 

CATHOLIC TOPICS. 

One may feel sure, the Bishop continues, 
that it is because Catholicity is true that it 
has so many enemies, open and secret, in the 
world of to-day. For let there be no mistake, 
the age of anti-Catholic prejudice is not yet 
past. Witness the scant courtesy shown to 
Catholic topics in the world’s Press. Daily 
papers from over the water circulate in vast 
numbers among our people. Some of these 
journals are tarred with the brush of bigotry. 
They show little sympathy with the persecu- 
tions of Catholics in Vlexico, but are quick to 
rive prominence to any detail that sleek on 
heme or Catholicism. Not a word is said 
about the Papal Encyclical on Reunion, while 
mages are given to the Anglican disputes. 
Such unfair partiality ought to be resented in 
the only way it can be felt. 

The enemy can be defeated by adopting his 
own devices. Our duty is to stand together 
in loyal devotion to our Church. She is 
worthy of our admiration as well as of our 
affection. In her marvellous unity we see the 
evidence of her divine origin, while her 
vitality points to the sustaining finger of God.

We cannot ignore the 
warnings given from time to time in courts 
of justice by those who are not inclined to 
exaggerate, and to whom the reputation of 
our people is dear, which clearly indicates 
that laxity in this matter is creeping in. 

“ Many of our young people seem to ignore 
their obligations as regards avoiding the 
occasions of sin. Sinful company-keeping is 
indulged in; the ill-regulated dance hall is 
frequented, even thongh experience teaches the 
individuals of the danger. We need no 
apology to speak on this matter. Un- 
fortunately, in the scandals which have 
occurred, generally known, and, in some 
cases, with revelations in the law courts, 
which are revolting in the extreme, proof is 
afforded. What more flagrant abuse of Divine 
Grace than to find our young people, urged 
by passions, seeking opportunities to gratify 
themselves while their consciences unbraid 
them. 

“The young man or young woman who 
acts forgetful of Irish tradition and, above 
all, ignoring (iod's law, will be punished. 
Public opinion must help the Church to main- 
tain the high standard of morality, for which 
we were honoured. Let there be no mistake; 
let those who are bringing discredit and 
shame upon us, remember they may despise 
man, but God will not be mocked. It is a 
mockery of religion to find those people ap- 
proaching the Sacraments.

AN ATMOSPHERE OF 
TEMPTATION. 


THE PRACTICE OF SELF- 
DENIAL. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern, Bishop of 
Dromore, in the course of his pastoral, says: 
We live in an atmosphere of temptation. 
Much of the reading matter served up to us 
exudes filth and teaching subversive of faith 
as well as morals. The dance hall and picture 
house have, as ex- 
perience attests, 
proved themselves 
active agents of the 
tempter. The  pro- 
pensity for gambling 
and betting has 
sapped the honesty of 
many of its votaries. 
Fashions in dress 
have smothered the 
finer feelings of 
modesty that used to 
be the brightest pearl 
in the virtues of our 
women and girls. 
Whilst these dangers 
are widespread, we 
have much reason to 
thank God that, our people generally have 
kept themselves free from contamination. 
But contact with disease easily leads to the 
spread of the infection. 

The hope has been expressed that whatever 
laxity has come amongst us may be only a 
passing phase. God grant that, for the sake 
of the present and future generations, this 
hope may soon be realised. For, apart from 
a special intervention of Divine Providence, 
it is dificult to see how this desirable change 
is to be effected, unless those who are to be 
the fathers and mothers of the next genera- 
tion practise the self-denial; that will make 
them docile to the precepts of the Gospel; 
and unless parents are alive to their obliga- 
tions to preserve the minds of their innocent 
children from the dangers that are ahead of 
them.

WARNING AGAINST SECRET 
SOCIETIES. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Keane, Bishop of 
Limerick, dwelt on the duty of Christians to 
observe Lent with due regard to the spirit 
of the Church. 

“The reckless pursuit of pleasure,” he 
says, ‘‘ which has been such a disquieting 
feature of our time, still continues, without 
any very obvious sign of slackening. We 
see still the same rush after amusement of 
every kind, and the same crowds seeking arl- 
mission at the innumerable places ee" 
to cope with the enormous demand. The 
craze, as you know, has long ago extended 
to our own country and to every part of it. 

“We see evening after evening households 
sending out their members to seek that amuse- 
ment abroad which they can no longer find in 
the home. The disturbance of family life 
and the loss of its attendant blessings is 
obvious. What other results may arise can 
be surmised; but I do not doubt, brethren, 
but that the great majority of you, with the 
help of God’s grace, which you know where 
and how to seek, are able to save yourselves 
from the evils most to be dreaded from an 
excessive indulgence in pleasure. 

“ But, in view of the great numbers con- 
cerned, the constancy with. which they seek 
every form of amusement available, and the 
character of some of these amusements, it is 
too much to hope that a certain proportion is 
not suffering demoralisation. 

JUSTICE. 

As regards the virtue of justice, the bishop 

said that ' the troubles through which this 
country has recently passed have left behind 
them a tendency on the part of some indivi- 
duals to disregard the virtue which is a great 
and fundamental one in the corporate life of 
man, : 
“ That form of the profanation of God's 
Name which ie committed by the sin of per- 
jury is reserved in this diocese with a view to 
exciting a dire horror of so heinous a crime. 
Circumstances may arise in which, through 
purely worldly motives one “vs, | be tempted 
to the commission of this sin, but the com- 
mand of God must be put above every other 
consideration, and the dictates of conscience 
must be obeyed no matter at what cost. 

“ It is also known to all Catholics that it 
is wrong to take such an oath as is tendered 
to those who are being enrolled amongst the 
members of secret societies condemned by the 
Church. Such an oath purports to impose an 
obligation on those who take it, to obey all 
orders given them by those wielding authority 
in such societies, even orders which involve 


a thing of the past, and some ma be tempted 
to involve themselves in the dreadful misery 
and slavery attendant on membership of these 
societies,’ | 
. J. J. McNamee, the new Bishop of 
Ardagh and Clonmacnoise, in his first 
Lenten Pastoral, says that it would 
be idle to hide that in his diocese, ag else- 
where in Ireland, people had not been entirely 
immune from the infection of certain de- 
ae influences which were rampant in 
the world of to-day. These evils were rooted 
in the spirit of extravagance and luxury and 
in the inordinate and unhealthy craving for 
leasure that were so widespread in those 
atter days, and that seemed to have an 
undue hold ón a not inconsiderable portion of 
the youth of Ireland. No one who had at 
heart the welfare of the country could view 
without grave concern the Nia use of these 
unwholesome tendencies. ' 

It was consoling to note, however, that the 
reiterated warnings of the pastors of the 
Church in the matter had not been without 
fruit, and signs were not wanting that the 
public conscience was being aroused to a 
sense of the dangers and disasters that must 
result from unrestrained indulgence oí 
 sés age mg to pleasure, which, as a reaction 
rom the strain and anxiety of recent years, 
had been tending to carry many of their 
young people beyond the bounds of Christian 
Fata and self-restraint. People were 

ginning to realise that a course oí less play 
and more work would go far to remedy their 
many ills and to promote the moral and social 
well-being of their country.

Dealing with the question of evil literature, 
Dr. O'Doherty says that it was a fact that 
many who wished to be regarded as good 
Christians became ready purveyors of the in- 
decent novel, the suggestive paper, the vile 
postcard, the so-called medical treatises, and 
all for the sake of a little gain. It was the 
right and duty of the State to protect its 
citizens from these agents of evil 

TH. PASSION FOR BETTING. 

Another evil which seemed to be growing, 
and which was causing anxiety to all 
thoughtful men was that of betting. It was 
said to permeate almost every grade of 
society down to the man on the dole and 
the professional beggar. It had entered and 
dezraded every form of sport, and was fos- 
tered directly or indirectly by the daily and 
sporting papers. 

One of the effects of the passion for 
betting was the destruction of the elemen- 
tary ideas of thrift, and that was a serious 
consideration from the national point of view. 
It was no wonder, then, that Governments 
had taken a hand in endeavouring to check 
the evil. Jt was said that. the efforts made 
by our’own authorities had only aggravated 
the malady. That might be. But it was 
well to have made the experiment, and the 
experience gained would = suggest further 
measures. Betting shops should be abolished 
altogether. Clamour would be raised again 
by interested parties. Betting, they would 
urge, was essential to horse-racing, and horse- 
racing was essential for the great industry of 
horse breeding! Such was the argument. 
It was not valid. And if it were, then he 
should say that if horse-racing and horse- 
breeding could not be carried on without the 
evils that now attended them, let them 
perish! ‘lhe Irish nation would survive the 
loss. Irish hens were more valuable than 
Irish horses. 


DERRY. 
GOOD RELATIONS. 


CLAIMS OF NORTHERN 
MINORITY. 


The Most Rev. Dr. O'f-ane, Bishop of 
Derry, said that recently many things had 
happened in other counties and in other 
Churches which ought to make them realise 
how precious was their Catholic Faith. 

Catholics did not rejoice at the chaos into 
which other religions were drifting. Rather 
did they fear that it would end in still com- 
plete abandonment of all religious beliefs, 

Having referred to the persecutions in 
Mexico, Dr. O'Kane - says —' We Irish 
Catholics who have suffered so much for the 
faith to its ultimate triumph will extend our 
sympathy, and offer our fervent prayers for 
our persecuted brethren in Mexico, in the 
confidence that they, too, will hold steadfast 
to the end, and secure the final victory for 
the faith and freedom of worship. 

““ Amongst ourselves we gladly admit that 
those who surround us of a different creed 
seem anxious to restore good relations with 
us, and to live on terms of friendship and 
good-will. We believe this desire to be sin- 
cere, and fully reciprocate it. But it would 
be idle to deny, and betray want of courage, 
to conceal that they have yet a long way to 
go if we are to regard their professions as 
consistent and genuine. They wish, indeed, 
to be on friendly terms, but on condition 
that we accept whatever civil rights and 
power they choose to offer us, and submit to 
whatever disabilities they choose to Impose. 


STRONG MINORITY. 

“We are, indeed, a minority in this 
Northern area, but, in point of numbers, a 
very strong minority. We contribute our 
Share to the cost of government and of muni- 
cipal and county administration. We contri- 
bute more than our share to the production 
of wealth, for wealth is not produced by 
capital alone, or chiefly, but by the labour of 
the worker. We have given, out of all pro- 

rtion to our wealth, contributions to the 
building of schools and charitable institu- 
tions. We cannot be said to be inferior in 
intelligence, or, for that matter, in educa- 
tion. And yet we are without influence in 
Parliament or in ldcal government; our re- 
presentation is far in defect of our numbers ; 
every avenue to public life is shut to us. 

“These things are uncontestable, and 
yet they are demed with an assurance that 
provokes and leads us to think they will 
never be remedied unless necessity forces a 
change of spirit. I may be told that this 
should not be said when a better feeling is 
beginning to prevail. It is certainly with 
no intention of disturbing it I make this 
protest, but surely we cannot be expected 
meekly to submit to conditions that degrade, 
and to be afraid to speak out against a 
narrow tyranny that can only perpetuate dis- 
affection and revolt. 

“ We ask for rights, not privileges—a share 
in the government and administration in 
roportion to our numbers and our labour. 
We ave sure to be told that our strength lies 
in numbers alone, not in wealth nor in 
influence. But does wealth or influence any- 
where control popular representation’? Is it 
the ruling class who choose the Government 
or control the policy in Britain, which 1s 
held up to us as the ideal State? 

SCHOOLS. 

‘“ Amongst the dangers that confront us 
here is a struggle for religious instruction in 
our schools, In-every country we stand firm 
for the Fa that we cannot accept a 
scheme of education which ignores religion. 
In secondary and umiversitv education we 
have little to complain of. Even in primary 
education the Government recognises and

rules similar to those of the former National 
Board. Our managers still control our 
schools, and appoint the teachers and arrange 
for religious instruction, and we cannot say 
the ofticials of the Ministry are unfair or un- 
friendly. 

“We have, indeed, to forego much of the 
help extended to those who transfer their 
schools to the local authority. But we must 
take care that we hold fast to the rights we 
enjoy, and do not permit the local authority 
to close our schools on one pretext or other 
and set up institutions which satisfy them 
and ought, in their opinion, to satisfy us.

We are bound to resist the 
claim of any local authority to set up schools 
with any or no system of religious instruction 
and offer them to us as adequate: provision 
for the education of our Catholic children.” 

POTEEN. 

Dr. O'Kane said that one blot on the fair 
name of the diocese was the prevalence of 
illicit distillation. That portion of the 
diocese within the Free State had the worst, 
or almost the worst, record in Ireland. No 
warnings from the priests, no efforts of the 
(Government 's, active though they were, 
seemed able to root out the illicit practice. 
It was not pursued to secure drink itself, 
but was a low class effort to make money 
quick. Surely there ought to be enough 
public spirit left to make it difficult or im- 
possible for those who engage in the practice 
to evade and flout the law.

APPEAL TO YOUNG MEN. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Dignan, Bishop of 
Clonfert, in reference to the care of cemeteries, 
says :—While the Irish people are unsurpassed 
in their affection for their dead and in their 
suffrages for their souls, I fear they sadly 
lack that humane and religious sense that 
urge men to take care of the resting places of 
the dead. Our cemeteries are hopelessly 
neglected, and their condition is deplorable. 

His Lordship, like the Archbishop of Tuam, 
suggests the formation of local committees to 
take charge of cemeteries in their districts, 
and he trusts that a band of young men in 
each parish will gladly consent to give a few 
days of free labour to the goodly work of 
tending and beautifying the sleeping-places 
of their kith and kin.

GRAVEYARDS. 


CARE COMMITTEES NEEDED 

The first part of the pastoral of the Arch- 
bishop of Tuam (the Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin) 
deals with considerations appropriate to Lent, 
the second deals chiefly with the proper care 
and keeping of cemeteries. 

One of the regulations of the Canon law on 
the care of cemeteries which Dr. Gilmartin 
lays particular stress on is—'' That everything 
unbecoming the sanctity of the cemetery 
should be excluded, and that a cemetery 
should be securely enclosed and carefully 
kept. 

‘* This regulation,’’ he says, “ calls for im- 
mediate attention, especially in country 
places, where no adequate provision is made 
either for the custody of this sacred place or 
for its decent keeping. For the natural 
man a graveyard i; a gloomy place; but in 
the light of Faith it assumes a different 
aspect. In the light of Faith it is a sacred 
place, which should reflect the brightness of 
Christian hope in its limestone and marble 
tombs, its trimmed walks and its carefuily- 
tended plots. Over graves which have ro 
tombstones there should be at least a simple 
wooden cross, 

‘Rank grass and weeds should find no 
place in the arden of the dead. The 
enclosing wall should be neat and substantial, 
and the entyance should be kept locked to 
exclude straying beasts.’ Dr. Gilmartin 
suggests that in every parish or district there 
should be a committee, with a priest at its 
head, who would, with the consent of the 
local authority, clear away weeds and other 
tubbish, and see that a caretaker was ap- 
pointed to keep the place in order.

One of these Orders applies to an area of 

usual approximately five miles radius from the infected place at Park. 
The effect of the Order is to prohibit the movement of hay or straw 
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without licence granted by a Departmental inspector, and to make 


it illegal to allow dogs to be outside their owners’ premises 
except held on a leash. This latter regulation, of course, implies 
that hunting must cease in the area affected. 

The second Order makes it unlawful for any person to expose, 


or allow to be exposed, at any exhibition 


(that is, any show at 


which animals are exhibited for money or other prizes, and in- 
cludes any sale following such show on the show premises) in the 
Irish Free State any animal which within 21 days immediately 
preceding the date of such exhibition has been located in any 
county in which the holding of markets, fairs or public sales of 
animals is prohioited by any Order of the Department. This Order 
will, however, remain in operation for seven days only from the 
date of issue—viz., the 18th inst.—unless circumstances should in

LICENCES FOR SLAUGHTER. 


With a view, therefore, of facilitating butchers of the town ot 
Wexford and other towns in the county, arrangements have been 
made for licensing the movements of animals for immediate 


slaughter. 


Veterinary inspectors have been stationed at Wexford, 


New Ross, Gorey and Enniscorthy, and they are empowered to 
issue licences for necessary movements 0! animals for slaughter, 
provided they are satisfied, as a result of inspection, that the 


animals to be moved are healthy. 


Application forms for these 


licences are available at every Garda station in County Wexford, 
and applicants should apply for and fill up the forms at their 


nearest station. 


800 ANIMALS INSPECTED. 


As regards the disease position in Wexford, there has been no 
untoward development since the outbreak was confirmed last Fri- 


day. 


All the animals on the infected premises have been slaugh- 


tered and deeply buried, and a drastic process of disinfection has 


been carried out. 


Inspections of animals in areas outside the par- 


ticular place concerned have been proceeding, and upwards of 
800 animals have been so inspected. In all cases the animals were 


found free from disease.

MEASURES 


IS WEXFORD: 


NO FURTHER OUTBREAKS. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
WEXFORD, Sunday. 

Nine cows, one bull, seventeen calves and 
twenty-three pigs were slaughtered and 
buried yesterday in a pit, six feet deep, 
on the farm of Mr. Jonathan Jones, the 
Park, Wexford. 

It was here that foot-and-mouth disease 
was discovered by Mr. R. Malone las! 
Thursday, and confirmed by veterinary 
officers from the Department of Agricul- 
{ure on Friday. 

Since then the staff of ten veterinary 
surgeons has been busy inspecting farms 
within a three-mile radius of Wexford 
town. During the investigation 
were examined 826 animals on 58 farms. 
These included— 

576 cattle, 
“seep, 
215 pigs, and 

22 goats. 

This investigation wil] be continued 
daily, and the area of inspection gradually 
extended. So far there is no extension of 
the disease. 


STAND-STILL ORDER. 

A drastic stand-stil] order now in force 
prohibits the movement of cattle, sheep, 
swine and goats in County Wexford, even 
for purposes of slaughter. 

It is possible, however, for a butcher 
requiring meat to have an animal 
slaughtered on a healthy farin and to 
convey the carcase to his premises by per- 
mission. from the veterinary authorities. 

Of the forty! animals slaughtered oa Mr. 
Jones’s home farm the nine cows, one bull 
and some pigs were actually found t 
diseased. None of the calves were affected, 
but every beast exposed to infection had to 
be destroyed. 

Mr. Jones’s farm at Saunderscourt, on 
the other side of the River Barrow, was 
found to be quite healthy. 


WILD RUMOURS. 


On a field adjoining the Park are seven 
attle belonging to other owners, which w il! 
probably suffer the fate of those on the 
opposite side of the fence. i

known, as no stock were brought on to the 
farm since Jest September.

SUPPLIES RUNNING LOW.

It is essentially a winter 
and spring district, and, with supplies of 
feeding-stuffs now running low, farmers 
will be badly hit if tne hold-up continues 
for any length of time.

THE DANGER ZONE. 


Under the supervision of Mr. O'Reilly, 
the animals diseased and exposed to in- 
fection were slaughtered, buried and 
covered with crude lyso] in large pits on 
the Park. 

To outward appearances the boundary 
of the farm resembies a war-time danger 
zone. At all points, of entry are red 
placards containing the following words.: 

DANGER. 
Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 

Infected Place—Any person found 
trespassing will be prosecuted. By 
Order, Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 


There are Civic Guards on duty at the 
vates. and inside are three disinfecting 
boxes. Everyone engaged on the property 
during the period of infection must pass 
through these, and must have their boots 
disinfected with Lysol. The procedure 
extends to every member of Mr. Joness 
household. 

To-morrow every portion of the cow 
bvres and other out-offices will receive a 
thorough cleaning and disinfection. 


A RING ROUND THE COUNTY. 


Civic Guards are forming a ring fence 
round the whole county, so that neither 
live-stock nor hay or straw can be moved 
without authority. 

Persons travelling by car to Wexford 
now have their vehicles stopped and 
examined for hay or straw. Should any 
be found it is taken out and burnt. Loads 
of hay and straw must not be moved 
under present regulations. 

That hardship is caused by the restric- 
tions is undoubted, as when the farmer 
has buildings on one side of the road and 
grezing land on the other he is ordered 
to keep his cattle in the byres. It is only 
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to his followers, while the protesters were 
trying to sing him down. 

Before Mr. Lauria started for home the 
police formed a line from the vestry door 
to the churchyard gates. Facing them 
was a crowd of between 7,000 and 8,000. 
When the vicar appeared the crowd forced 
back the line of policemen, three of whom 
were knocked off their balance.

BISHOPS’ LENTEN 
PASTORALS. 


VIEWS ON MALINES 
CONFERENCE. 


& á 


Yesterday the members of the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy caused their ‘Lenten 
Pastorals to be read in the churches 
throughout their dioceses. As was to be 


expected, quite of number of the bishops” 


referred to the question of religious unity. 
“HH is generally felt” says Dr. 
Cohalan, Bishop of Cork, ' that these 
divisions are not in accordance with the 
Will of Christ, the Redeemer of the 
human race. They weaken the power and 
influence of Christian teaching in Chris- 
tian countries, and in the mission field 
among pagan peoples, where there is a 
very regretful insufficiency of apostles of 
the Gospel.” He says that there can be 
no true Christian union without agree- 
ment on the essential constitution of the 
Church as instituted by Jesus Christ. 


“ INFALLIBLE CHURGH.” 

Dr. McRory, Bishop of Down and 
Connor, said: “These advocates of reli- 
gious unity, falsely believing all religions 
to be good, plainly think they are .at 


| liberty to choose their own faith and reli- 


gion and allow others to do the same, 
provided agreement can be reached on a 
few fundamental questions. They forget 
that God had vouchsafed a revelation and 
set up on earth one visible infallible 
Church to guard and interpret it; and 
from that Divine revelation, interpreted 
by that Divinely established Church, men 
must take their religion and the faith on 
which it was founded.”’ 

The Bishop of Achonry declared that 
the “ age of anti-Catholic prejudice is not 
yet past.’’ He wrote of “the scant 
courtesy shown to Catholic topics in the 
world’s Press,’’ and said that ‘‘ some of 
the daily papers circulating in this 
country are tarred with the brush of 
bigotry. They show little sympathy with 
the persecutions of Catholics in Mexico, 
but are quick to give prominence to any 
detail that reflects on Rome or 
Catholicism. Not a word is said about 
the Papal Encyclical on Reunion, while 
pages are given to Anglican disputes.”’ 


NORTHERN MINORITY. 

Dr. O'Kane, Bishop of Derry, says that 
‘‘ those who broke from the See of Peter 
are now finding out that a Church without 
authority to teach is bound, sooner or 
later, to fall into fragments. Catholics 
do not rejoice at that, but, rather, fear it 
will end in complete abandonment of all 
religious beliefs.’’ 

While acknowledging that the members 
of other Churches in his diocese ‘ seem 
anxious to restore good relations with 
Catholics and live on terms of friend- 
ship,’’ he says that they have yet a long 
way togo. ‘* They wish to be on friendly 
terms, but on condition that Catholics 
accept whatever civil rights and powers 
they choose to offer. We ask for rights, 
not privileges—a share in the government 
and administration in proportion to our 
numbers and our Jabour.”’ 


Several bishops denounce '“ the reckless - 


pursuit of pleasure.’’ Dr. Keane, Bishop 
of Limerick, says:—‘*‘ We still see the 
same rush aiter amusement of every kind. 
The craze has long extended to our 
country and to every part of it. 
The disturbance of family life and the 
loss of its attendant blessings is obvious. 
What other results may arise can be sur- 
mised.’ He also refers to the prevalence 
of perjury, and reminds the faithful that 
this is a reserved sin. He also warns 
people against secret societies. 
MORE WORK AND LESS PLAY. 

Dr. McNamee, the new Bishop of 
Ardagh, counsels a policy of “less play 
and more work” te promote the moral 
and social well-being of their country. 

Dr. Hackett, Bishop of Waterford, says 
that the ill-regulatect dance hall is fre- 
quent, even though experience teaches in- 
dividuals of its dangers. 

Dr. O’Doherty, Bishop of Galway, also 
refers to the “awful crime of perjury.”’ 
He speaks of the evil of betting, and says 
that, “if horse-racing and horse-breeding 
cannot be carried on without the evils that 
now attend them, let them perish. The 
Irish nation would survive loss. Irish 
hens are more valuable than Irish 
horses. 

Dr. Byrne, the Archbishop of Dublin 
and Primate of Ireland, says that “the 
Catholic outlook on life 1s totally opposed 
to.the outlook of the world.” The spirit 
of his faith must be manifested outwardly 
in a man’s actions. “If the proper 
Catholic spirit existed, many abuses would 
be removed; young minds would not be 
poisoned by vile and sensual writings ; 
difficulties between employers and em- 
loyed would be met. and solved as 

tween members of one Christian 
family ; our young men would turn a deaf 
ear to those evil adyjsers who direct their 
thoughts to ways of violence and 
murder’’; sensuous dances, which offend 
modesty and often are the occasions of 
spiritua] and temporal ruin, would be 
banished.

Canada, the Free State’s 
course, quite insignificant, but even when 
allowance has been made for all the 
advantages of a long, peaceful and pro- 
cressive administration, and of a frontier 
which joins the United States for thou- 
sands of miles, Ireland, even for its size, 
lays badly in the race. This is due to a 
variety of reasons—foremost among them 
lack of organisation abroad, a fixed belief 
that Treland is still a ‘‘ most distressful 
counthry,’’ and that just as it is impos- 
sible to expe et the streets to be “ safe,” it 
is absurd to expect Irish hotels to be 
comfortable. 


AN AVERAGE AMERICAN. 


It is too commonly thought here that to 
find an abysmal ignorance of Irish condi- 
tions one must speak to the average 
Englishman resident in England. Another 
cherished delusion is that only an Ameri- 
can really knows Irish conditions for what 
they actually are. My experience has led 
me to the reverse conclusion. I remember 
that I found it extremely difficult to con- 
vince one “ average American ' who goes 
to Europe every year that a tourist might 
safely spend a few days in Ireland without 
being obliged to assimilate a few ounces 
of lead or to hide himself in a bog while 
two bands of patriotic desperadoes lent 
themselves to a passable presentation of 
Donnybrook Fair. 

I recollect another conversation now 
without. any trace of the exasperation 
which I endeavoured to conceal at the 
time. It was at a reception to Mr. 
Cosgrave in Chicago when, belying his 
‘studious looks, a young man on my left 
confessed his vocation to be that of a 
‘veal estate’’ man. He was ready to 
hear anything that I could tell him about 
Ireland, for the reason, as he told me, 
that he had been a few times to the South 
of France. but did no’ nk that. as the 
head of a family, he was justified in 
taking the risks attendant upon a trip to 
Ireland—or, if the risks were trifling, he 
thought that Ireland would be too back- 
ward (‘‘ backwoody ’’ was his word). 


BREAKING THE NEWS. 

What information I had was placed at 
his disposal. “ Say, then,” he exclaimed ; 
“you seem to be quite modernist—have 
you gotten cinemas in Ireland too?” I 
was able to inform him that even cinemas 
were among us, although truth con- 
strained me to the regretful surprise that 
American films were not rapidly emptying 
them. It was when he followed up his 
inquiries with a question whether we had 
‘‘ street cars and all that sort of thing” 
that I thought it expedient to make a 
conveniently dropped _ serviette the 
medium of an introduction to my right- 
hand neighbour. 

He differed from my other two acquaint- 
ances in that (a) he knew that Mr. 
Arthur Griffith was dead; (b) that 
‘A. E.,’’ Dr. Yeats and Mr. John Jinks 
were not; (c) that Mr. de Valera was the 
leader of the present official opposition in 
the Dail; (d) that a week in Ireland 
meant neither a violent death nor a hair- 
breadth escape from it; and (e) that he 
was genuinely anxious to discover whether 
Ireland was worth a visit. 


ORGANISATION WANTED. 

“You know,” he told me, ‘‘ we've all 
heard a lot about what a beautiful country 
Ireland is, but somehow the impression 
exists here that living conditions there are 
very bad, that the people are very poor 
and in their habits very slovenly; also 
that there is a good deal of distress, that 
the hotels are uncomfortable and very 
dear, and that civil peace has not been 
completely restored. I know that most of 
that talk is nonsense, but the trouble is 
that some of it remains in our minds, and 
then you have no organisation here to 
counteract it. I have been anxious to go 
to Ireland, but I just say to myself when 
I reach the Continent that I had better 
not go farther, and that, perhaps, by next 
year things will have settled down in 
Ireland, and that I can go and bring my 
wife with me.” 

I am glad to be able to say that at the 
end of that reception, after Mr. Cosgrave 
had told the story of Ireland’s peace and 
progress, my friend came to me to 
announce that he had then and there 
definitely made up his mind to come to 
Ireland next year, if only to see the 
Shannon works. This was not an isolated 
case ; for I had several inquiries about the 
Horse Show, and was usually informed, 
“ Well, now that things seem to be going 
so well, and especially after Mr. Cos- 
grave’s visit, I think I must give myself 
that long-promised visit to your Horse 
Show next year.”’ 


AN ADVERTISEMENT FOR IRELAND. 

I think that too much stress cannot be 
laid on the excellence of the advertise- 
ment which Mr. Cosgrave has given Ire- 
land or on the remarkable impression 
which his speeches created everywhere. 
In twelve days he dispelled completely, I 
think, the astonishing ignorance which 
befogged the American tourists’ eyes 
every time they looked towards Ireland. 
Equally true is this of his purely com- 
mercial audiences. These were intensely 
interested in his narration of his Govern- 
ment’s efforts to secure the political and 
economic foundations of the State. Many 
of them had nourished the impression that 
the task of maintaining the civil peace 
was occupying the time of the Ministry to 
the exclusion of all else. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s story of progress—of a 
balanced Budget, halved income tax, of 
great constructive efforés on behalf of 
industry, of sound finareial policy, of im- 
provin” agricultural products, etc.—erased 
this impression wholly, and sent the 
audience at. these particular functions as 
close to a demonstration of enthusiasm as 
ever an.audience of American industrialists 
and bankers could be sent.. I personally 
had no doubt then, and I have no doubt 
now, that a great many of them will 
accept President Cosgrave’s invitation to 
come to see Ireland for themselves. 


SOWING THE HARVEST. 

He bas done a great day’s work for Ire- 
land, but how great will be finally deter- 
mined by ourselves and. by the use made 
of the present opportunity to reform our 
whole policy in the matter of the tcurist 
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treatment,

crown. Over 1,000 hydnocarpus tree seeds 
have been distributed in Uganda and other 
places. The tree will not grow in Eng- 
land; it requires a fairly warm climate. 

‘* It has been established beyond doubt,”’ 
said Sir Leonard, “ that nearly every case 
of leprosy can be cleared up and prevented 
from going on to the infective stage by 
proper treatment. In any country with 
good education and civilisation we can 
reduce leprosy enormously in a few years. 
In places like Africa, where leprosy is 
appalling, it will take longer. 


GOOD WORK IN AFRICA. 

“ Natives are coming in greatly grow- 
ing numbers to the missionaries for treat- 
ment, now the new cure is becoming 
known. In Nigeria a year ago there were 
550 patients; now their are 840. Our 
association is supplving hut accommoda- 
tion and drugs to the missionaries. Ten 
vears ago the great difficulty was that, 
before effective treatment, we could do 
notling but that wretched segregation 
which meant imprisonment for life, with 
the result that we got only advanced 
cases. Now that we can treat them as 
out patients they are coming forward in 
the early stages. 

‘‘ People sometimes come home from 
the tropics with leprosy, but, under the 
good climatic and sanitary conditions in 
this country, infection is almost unknown, 
except among very poor people sleeping 
in the same bed as the leper. 

‘* Directly a new case is found in any 
country we examine every one in the house 
every six months for five years. This 
will enable us to clear up 80 per cent. 
ot cases before they reach an infective 
stage. This would reduce the range of 
danger by 80 per cent. in five years. In 
ten years very few would remain.’’ 


MASS ATTACK ON LEPROSY. 

Sir Leonard said that they proposed -to 
enjarge the various centres of treatment 
in the outposts of the Empire, and to 
créate others, for a great mass attack on 
leprosy. 

Leprosy is described as a disease which 
aifects particularly the skin, mucous 
membranes and nerves, causing their in- 
vasion at various parts by granulation 
tissue, and leading to loss of vitality in 
the affected parts. 

It has existed in some countries, not- 
ably India, from the beginning of history 
to the present time. In China’ it has 
been traced for 2,000 years. Robert the 
Bruce of Scotland died from leprosy in 
1329. 

The bacillus was discovered by Hansen 
in 1874. Leprosy usually starts between 
the ages of 25 and 50, and seldom before 
the age of three years. It is not regarded 
as hereditary, and only three per cent. of 
children born of lepers afterwards become 
lcprous, according to one analysis.

SUBSCRIBERS.

It was announced to-day that fewer than 
85,000 subscribers to the Republic of Ire- 
land Bonds, out of more than 300,000. 
have filed claims with the Receivers’ 
Council. 

The State Supreme Court, it is pointed 
out, has extended the time in which 
claims may be registered to May 15 next. 

The fund of 2,000,000 dollars (£400,000) 
is held for distribution to the original 
subscribers under the judgment given by 
the courts. 


LORD OXFORD'S LAST 
JOURNEY. 
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AN IMPRESSIVE NIGHT 


SPECTACLE. 

The body of Lord Oxford was last night 
taken from his home, The Whari, to All 
Saints’ Church, Sutton Courtenay, where 
to-day it will be laid to rest in the little 
churchyard. Carried on a wheeled bier, 
led by two men with flash lamps, the 
coffin passed along tlhe single street of the 
village, which is usually hushed and 
deserted, but which last night was crowded 
with’ hundreds of people. 

At the head of the procession were the 
village choir, in cassocks and surplices. 
Behind the coffin walked Lady Oxford, 
Lady Violet Bonham Carter, Princess 
Bibesco, and other members of the dead 
statesman’s family, the household staff, 
and a large detachment of ex-Service men 
from Sutton Courtenay and the surround- 
ing villages followed. On the coffin were 
two lovely wreaths, tributes from Lady 
Oxford and the family. 

SCENE IN THE CHURCH. 

When the body was carried from The 
Wharf the church bell began a melancholy 
tolling. The coffin was laid on a 
catafalque in the nave, with three candles 
on either side. There was a short Service 
consisting of a few simple prayers, and 
the hymn, “Jesu, Lover of My Soul," 
conducted by the Vicar, the Rev. 8.

STR W. TYRRELL’S 
APPOINTMENT. 
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DISAPPOINTMENT IN 
BERLIN. 
THe TIMES” CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The changes in the British Diplomatic 
Service announced during the last few 
days are the subject of characteristic com- 
ment in the German Press. The appoint- 
ment of Sir William Tyrrell to succeed 
Lord Crewe in Paris appears to be looked 
upon as a suspicions move in that chess- 
board game of diplomacy which is a 
cherished (serman conception. Because 
British diplomacy frequently by the 
simplicity of its actions upsets German 
calculations of the inevitable course of 
events, there is a disposition to attribute 
to it what may not be regarded as flatter- 
ing. 

Most of the newspapers content them- 
selves with brief remarks to the effect 
that Sir William Tyrrell was always a 
firm advocate of the Franco-British 
Entente; was one of the keenest wire- 
pullers behind the policy of ‘“‘ encircle- 
ment ’’ of Germany before the war, and 
has always been very strongly pro-French. 
The conelusion is that the appointment 
can hardly be regarded as a good augury 
for the jurther relaxation of international! 
tension in Western Europe. 

Herr Georg Bernhard, in the Vossiche 
Zeitung, goes further. He describes Sir 
William as one of the ablest members olf 
the British Diplomatic Service, a man of 
distinction, the complete embodiment of 
the tradition of British foreign policy, 
with all ite shrewdness, its artifices, and 
its cold-blooded long-sightedness. His 
appointment to France, at the moment of 
the Mussolini tension and the American 
disappointment, is like presenting a 
badly-wounded man with a medicine chest 
full of healing herbs.

ELECTION PROBABLE IN 
MAY.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

The parliamentary crisis has been 
solved temporarily by an arrangement 
which has enabled the Reichstag, with- 
out dissolving, to enjoy the carnival holi- 
day so ardently desired. Indeed, in spite 
of the alleged desperate urgency of the 
measures to be disposed of before the 
dissolution, the House adjourned yester- 
day, not, as was originally conicmplated, 
until next Thursday, but until February 
27th. 

The Government parties, which since 
the collapse of the Education Bill no 
longer consider themselves as forming a 
coalition, have succeeded in restoring a 
sufficient. degree of unity among them- 
selves to agree to proceed with the emer- 
gency programme. 

If all goes well the programme should 
be completed by the end of March, and 
the election date will probably be May 
20.

FLIGHT WITH HUSBAND.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

In an interview to-night Herr and Frau 
von Zoubkoff (who is Princess Vicktoria, 
the former Kaiser’s sister) declared that, 
among other things, they were planning 
a great trans-ocean flight with a Russian 
pilot and the Princess as sole passenger. 
Herr von Zoubkoff would act as second 
pilot. 

The details of the projected flight had 
alreadv been thoroughly discussed, but 
both Frau and Herr von Zoubkoff de- 
clined to reveal the date of the start or 
the ultimate destination.

On his second run Captain Campbell 
drove his machine along the edge of the 
water, where the sand was packed hard. 
After he had completed his achievement 
he drove his car back to the pit, being 
greeted by loud cheers from the grand 
stand. 

Mr. Frank Lockhart, the American 
driver, who is also trying to establish a 
record in his 400 h.p. Stutz Black-Hawk, 
was the first person to rush up and con- 
gratulate his daring British rival, and for 
almost an hour Captain Campbell and his 
machine were surrounded by thousands of 
admirers, who tushed to greet him. 

He said that he had not intended to try 
to establish a record to-day, but merely 
wanted to make a trial run on the beach, 
which he found decidedly improved over 
what it had been for the past three days. 


FOUR MILE PRELIMINARY RUN. 

It was over the same beach course on 
which Major Segrave last year established 
his record of 203.79 m.p.h. that Captain 
Campbell to-day drove his racing giant to 
score another triumph for British 
engineering. He took a four-mile pre- 
liminary run to get up speed before start- 
ing on the measured mile on which he 
was timed, just as Major Segravé had 
been. 

Like Segrave, too, Captain Campbell had 
a moment of excitement that might well 
have ended in disaster. 

Major Segrave's peril came at a moment 
during the race when he nearly lost 
control on account of the terrific speed. 
Captain Campbell's second of deadly 
danger came after he had completed the 
measured mile and won his battle. His 
huge machine was still going at full speed 
when it struck the soft bump of send, 
and for an instant the driver seemed fe 
lose control. 


A DANGEROUS MOMENT. 

He swerved cangerously at such a 
tremendous speed that it appeared te the 
spectators as if he must plunge on to some 
soft sand dunes, which would have, nn- 
doubtedly, meant the death of the intrepid 
racer and the destruction of his wonder- 
ful car. The bump wlrich he hit was 
higher up the beach than he had planned 
to drive. It threw him half-way out of 
his seat, and for an instant his feet 
bounced completely off the brakes and 
accelerator. His goggles slipped down his 
face, obstructing his vision, but he righted 
the machine in a moment, and it roared 
on down the course, coming to a stop near 
the end of the beach tour miles away. 


£18,000 MOTOR CAR. 
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SOME VIEWS ON CAPTAIN 
CAMPBELL’S SUCCESS. 
Captain Malcolm Campbell is 44 years 
of age, and was educated at Uppingham. 
The idol of Brooklands, he has twice held 
the world’s speed record for one mile, 


and last year won the two most important 


events at Brooklands—the British Grand 
Prix and the two hundred miles race. 

The Blue Bird, in which he achieved his 
record yesterday, took three years to 
build. It is fitted with a 450 h.p. super- 
charged aeroplane engine, which was built 
for the Schneider Cup contest Jast year. 
New principles were embodied in the gear 
box, and the double steering system fins 
were arranged at the back of the car on a 
novel plan to secure the utmost effect 
in stability and in order to avoid skid. 
Its petrol tanks cannot burst. 

The Blue Bird cost £18,000 to build, 
and has more than justified its owner's 
confidence in her design.

PROGRESS OF THE LEGION. 
Wilce-Taylor, the representative of the 
headquarters, then addressed the 
and spoke of the progress of the 
They had, he said, 3,000 branches 
throughout the country, and they had still to 
cee the Legion at its full strength. He con- 
rratulated the Legion on the success of the 
Women’s Section. Last year they formed 200 
branches in England, Ireland and Wales. 
They now had 700 branches. (Applause.) In his 
humble opinion, one of the brightest. treasures 
that they had in their memories was the way 
that the women kept the home fires burning 
while the men were fighting on the other side. 
(Applause.) In the Free State the Legion had 
sent over £500 more to headquarters than 
they ‘wd sent the year before. ‘They were 
realising the benefits which could be obtained 
from the Legion.

They 
had helped thirty or forty migrant cases, and 
established fifteen fishermen in business of 
their own in Youghal and arranged that their 
salmon catch coal be sold in London and 
Liverpool markets.

IRISH FARMERS’ | 
TROUBLES. 


INCREASED CHARGES: 
AND LOWER RETURNS.

From Oun AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The ‘causes cf the present serious agricul- 
tural depression have been much discussed. at 
recent meetings of the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association. A short but 
comprehensive statement of the difficulties of 
farmers and cattle breeders submitted to the 
members of the Association by Mr. John 
Leonard, Drumree, received their hearty en- 
dorsement. His statement gives point to the 
praiseworthy efforts of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, whose initiative led to the recent 
marketing conference, the object of which is 
to remove some the burdens referred to by 
Mr. Leonard, 

THE FARMERS’ COSTS. 

Mr. Leonard, in the course of his state- 
ment, says:—‘‘ Farm produce is being sold, 
or, rather, offered for sale, at or under 1913 
prices—oats, 12s. 6d.; wheat, 27s.; barley, 
18s. per barrel; potatoes, 4s: 6d. per ecwt. ; 
beef, 7d., and mutton, 9d. per lb. Every+ 
thing the farmer has to buy, from a postage 
etamp to a suit of clothes, costs from 1 
to 150 per cent more than before the war. 
Every service charge—freight; driving. in- 
spections—in connection” with his business 1s 
about 150 per cent. above pre-war, and there 
are many new impositions, especially on the 
shipment of live-etock. A store beast bought 
in the South or West of Ireland costs 10s. to 
15s. to get to the fattening pastures of 
Leinster. When fit for Dublin market, 
freight, driving, tolls come to about 
another 15s. The buyer. then deducts 
from his valuation of .the beast 30s. to 
50s., which he knows it will cost him to get 
sold in Birkenhead, Glasgow or London, In 
other words, the feeder has to pay from £35 
to £5 per head in service charges to various 
agencies, compared with a pre-war rate of 
£1 5s. to £35. He cannot increase the weight 
of his beast during the fattening period more 
than his pre-war predecessor, so that there is 
a dead loss in service charges of £1 10s. to 
£2 10s. per head. 

“This known, burden of extra expense, 
coupled with the depreciated security of land, 
largely due to legislation, has made bankers 
and other financial agents less inclined to ad- 
vance money for the proper stocking of land, 
and when advances are made the rate 2f 
interest is often greater than the enterprise 
can bear. It is difficult to suggest a remedy. 
RAILWAY AND SHIPPING COMPANIES. 

“ From the accounts of the railway and 
shipping companies it is clear.that they are 
not making unreasonable profits. It is also 
clear that our enormous official establishment 
and the industria! community insist that their 
standard of living must, at least, be main- 
tained. The agricultural community, the 
foundation of our national life, is being dis- 
heartened, and our young people driven to 
seek the wider outlook of other lands, while 
our own fertile country is left to deteriorate.”’

HOW FARMERS WILL BE HIT. 

Mr. Richards, an extensive Wexford 
cattle exporter,. told me that 90 pet cent.

for any length of time. 

It is purely a spring and winter county, 
in which the tillage farmers feed fat stock 
for sale from January to April. On most. 
farms the supply of feeding stuff is now 
becoming short, and it will be a big: loss 
to’ the farming community if they are 
obliged to retain their stock beyond the 
‘proper marketing period. It will leave 
farmers in a most precarious position, 
because the stock must be allowed to go 
back in condition or be fed on at a loss. 

Mr. Richards, who had just returned 
from Birkenhead, stated that when the

MR. HOGAN’S VISIT. 

Mr. Hogan, the Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture; Mr. ‘Meyrick, Secretary of 
‘the Department of Agriculture, and Dr. 
Hinchcliff, Agricultural Director, came 
down to make’ investigations on the spot 
to-day. 

They had a‘long conversation with the 
veterinary staff and with Mr. Frizelle, 
Secretary, County Committee of Agricul- 
ture. ' 

Mr. Hogan, in the course of an inter- 
view with me, said: “ I am thoroughly 
satisfied with the arrangements which 
have been made, particularly the police 
arrangements.- On hearing! of the out- 
break, and witliout any ‘instructions, the 
Guards made their own arrangements. 

“ With the stand-still orders in force in 
County Wexford, they haye taken a census 
of all the cattle in the county, so that we 
will have no _ difficulty whatever in 
administering the order. The indications 
show that farmers in the county are alive 
to the necessity of co-operating with -the 
authorities. ee 

THE INDIRECT LOSS. 

*“‘They realise that if this outbreak is 
not stamped out at once it will be very 
serious, and they seem to realise that the 
best. policy is to take whatever steps are 
necessary in the beginning to cut their 
losses. 

““ No one can say at this stage what is 
the magnitude of the outbreak, but the 
evidence, such as it is, all tends in the 
direction of showing that we*have got the 
disease in the beginning, consequently 
we have fairly good grounds for hoping 
that it will not spread. 

“What we have to look to is not so 
much the direct loss as to indirect loss 
caused by the closing of the ports of the 
whole country. We are concentrating, 
therefore, on shortening the period during 
which the ports will be closed by getting 
a clean bill. of health as soon as possible. 
For this purpose a little extra expense 
incurred in the earlier stages is money 
well spent. 

“ IT is particularly, hard on Co. Wex- 
ford, considering the number of fat stock 
sent out of it; but, even from the Wexford 
point of view, the soundest policy is to 
stand immediate losses with a view to 
cutting down ultimate losses. 

‘Tt is absolutely vital,’’ added Mr. 
Hogan, ‘‘ that there should be immediate 
notification in any suspected cases. The 
stand-still order, it may be. mentioned, 
expires to-night (Sunday) at midnight.’

HOW TO PREVENT GREATER 


HARDSHIP. 
ENNISCORTHY, Sunday. 

Mr. M. J. Jordan, T.D., Chairman of the 
Enniscorthy branch of the Irish Farmers’

raging in. England for the past five or six 
vears. It used to be said in the past that 
the foot-and-mouth disease spread from Ire- 
land to England, but now it was proved con- 
clusively that it came from the East, and not 
from the West. It. had been argued that it 
came to England f® 
ahd now it seems sto. have travelled still 
further to the West.» - That. was proved by 
the fact.that. the. first. outbreak-has appeared 
on the Irish east coast. 

It was a great pity that such an ontbreak 
should occur at a time when ‘things were 
bagioning to improve for the farmers. There 
was ‘no doubt that: at the moment prices were 
beginning’ to look better, and the outlook for 
the farmer was getting brighter than it had 
been for some time. but this outbreak would 
be a severe set-back. .

States and Canada. 

DO THEIR OWN THINKING, 

The ag - that struck him most, he said, 
was the character of the American people. 
There was nobody in America whom they 
came across that required anybody else to 
think out his problems for him. 

The people seemed to have derived extra- 
ordinary support from the glorious history 
of the country. They had found that at 
Philadelphia, where, when the Articles were 
drawn up and there was some hesitancy about 
signing them, John Hancock wrote his name 
in letters three times the ordinary size of 
those in which he usually wrote his signature. 
That simple act seemed characteristic of the 
country. 

Again, at Valley Forge, where Washing- 
fons Army had to endure such hardships. 
Mr, M. J. Evan pointed out the names cf 
those who were Irishmen or the sons gi 
lrishnien. 

' AN ATTRACTIVE PEOPLE.” 

Realtsing the sufferings of those men wh > 
won American Independence, one saw the 
foundations on which American greatness was 
built. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that. he was proud to 
say that there were those in America who 
paid their tribute to the Irish people in the 
development of the country and in the move- 
ment for independence. Mr. Ryan told the 
story that on a night before the fateful battle 
the word went round: “ Americans must go 
on guard to-night, for we want the Irish to 
fight to-morrow.”’ 

Mr. Ryan mentioned that in no boastful 
spirit, but to show the part which Irishmen 
had playea in the American fight for inde- 
pendence. 

The American people to-day were a very 
aitractive people, and a kindly and hospitable 
people. A greater tribute could not le 
paid to any country than was paid to the 
representative of Ireland from the President, 
the “Congress, Mayors and people from : Jl 
classes of the community. 

AN INSPIRING VISIT. 

“This, perhaps, was their . distinctive 
slogan.” said Mr. Cosgrave: “These men 
come as the representatives of a people. We 
know nothing of the divisions in thé presen: 
situation in Ireland, if there are any. We 
are taking these representatives, and we are 
going to honour as Americans know how to 
honour them.”’ 

Mr. Cosgrave went on to say that, they were 
given the very signal honour of visiting the 
home of the founder of America’s greatness, 
General Washington. It was another charac- 
teristic of that people that it was not the 
State that preserved the home of General 
Washington. It was preserved by the 
voluntary act of patriotic American women, 
who realised that perhaps the best work 'n 
a State comes from voluntary aid, and the 
best contribution towards national institutioas 
would come from voluntary assistance. 

“It was a most inspiring visit,” said Mr.

trafic. The harvest has been sown, but it 
has yet to be reaped. Mr. Cosgrave’s 
tour must be barren of result if a great 
national campaign is not put in train at 
once. Organisation and improved hotels 
must, in my opinion, be the keynote of 
our efforts. There is not, in the first place, 
any excuse for the existence of two 
separate tourist organisations in Ireland, 
and as a preliminary these should join 
forces, concentrating at once their united 
attention on those things which make ior 
the convenience and comfort of the tourist, 
such as hotel, road and rail services and 
sporting facilities. 

The first, I suggest, require special 
attention. I think that nothing impvressed 
me more than the scrupulous cleanliness of 
American hotels and restaurants, great or 
small. A few days after my return to 
Dublin I had just that sort of experience 
which sends many a foreign visitor home 
to add his views on Ireland to the many 
formed by Irish .slovenliness. Thinking, 
no doubt, that scrambled egys were a poor 
dish without some condiment or other, 
the waitress who had just served me in a 
well-known Dublin restaurant began most 
indefatigably to sweep the floor about my 
table under the watchful, but not dis- 
approving, eve of a lady whom I took to 
be the manageress. In a fifty cent café in 
America a similar lapse would most 
promptly have sent waitress and overseer 
in search of employment elsewhere. 


WHAT THE TOURIST WANTS. 

The foreign visitor does not expect to 
find 8,000-roomed hotels either in Dublin 
or Connemara, but he does expect cleanii 
well-cooked food, hot baths and 
comfortable bedrooms and _ sitting-rooms. 
He sees no possible reason why throughont 
a meal he should be asked to gaze on table 
linen which very often has received the 
contents of a bottle of Worcester sauce, 
with a spasmodic embroidery of tea and 
grease stains, during the previous week: 
nor does he see any reason why Ae should 
be compelled to use the same towel twice in 
bathroom, any reason why an 
electric bell invites him to summon service 
if, as it often seems, the servitors have 
suddenly become stone deaf, or paralysed 
or joined a travelling circus or something 
equally effectual in placing them beyond 
recall. I think that, if there is one 
thing more than another on which 
American and Canadian hotels deserve to 
be complimented, it is the excellence of 
the service afforded to every guest. Every 
servant ot the hotel seems to know in- 
stinctively where and by whom 
required almost before he has 
summoned. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE. 


not propose to talk here of the 
elaborate organisations which American 
hotels have become—it would have little 
bearing on my subject—but I would insist 
again upon the extraordinary pains taken 
to ensure the convenience and comfort of 
guests. Whatever else he may not he 
accustomed to, the Canadian or American 
visitor is accustomed to prompt service 
in his hotel, and there is no possible 
reason why he should not get it in Lreland. 
As I have said before, he does not expect to 
find an 8,000-roomed hotel in Connemara. 
He does not expect to find a telephone 
beside his bed in a remote countryside 
hotel, nor the hotel’s daily journal. or 
house organ with his morning cup of tea; 
but he does expect scrupulous cleanliness, 
well-cooked meals (no matter how plain 
the fare), hot baths and comfortable living- 
rooms. 

I have left, perhaps, the most important 
side of our policy in this matter of touris' 
traffic tq the last—-that is, the question 
of organisation in America. It is my 
personal conviction that tourist propa- 
ganda directed towards America from home 
can achieve nothing. With very limited 
means the Irish Tourist Association 
(Dublin) has been carrying on a propa- 
ganda that is little more than useless. A 
vigorous campaign conducted ‘‘on the 
spot” is called for and should be 
initiated almost immediately. Mr. 
Cosgrave has prepared the way for 
a vigorous campaign on properly con- 
ducted lines, and the fact that he did. as 
hoped for by the Irish Times, make every 
one of his speeches in America an adver- 
tisement of Ireland's '“ political peace, 
scenic beauty and hospitable intent,’’ gives 
one now the further hope that his Govern- 
ment wil] not be the last to move in this 
important matter.

in Ireland in raw material, and he hoped that 
they would be able to look forward in the 
near future to Ireland as a nation which 
would hold its place in the world, 

Senator O'Farrell, responding, said that 
when one talked of the Oireachtas one talked 
more or less of an abstract problem, At all 
events, one fact in connection with the 
Oireachtas was that it had disappointed the 
majority of people outside our shores, who 
looked for something different to what it had 
given to them. There certainly had not been 
any Donnybrook fairs in the Oireachtas, or 
incidents such as enlivened other Parliaments. 
even the mother of Parliaments. During the 
first year of its existence the Oireachtas had 
to work under difficult conditions, and he 
thought that the success that it had met with 
was rather creditable in view of those diff- 
culties. 

“I believe,’ said Senator O'Farrell, “ that 
there is a very bright and secure future before 
the Irish Free State. I believe that we are 
now getting down to those questions on which 
the State must make good; that we are 
getting rid of the sentimental considerations 
that have been the subject of so much emotion 
and commotion, and coming te what is of 
much more material impor.znce—the develop- 
ment of our great national industry, agricul- 
ture, and the industries arising out of it; and 
I think that we ought to have sufficient good 
Sense, intelligence and statesmanship to de- 
velop those resources with which this country 
abounds.”’ : 

They must make up their minds, he added. 
that npon themselves rested the building up 
of the country. The Oireachtas was assist 
ing in that. The Oireachtas had shown 
very great consideration for minorities that 
had had certain apprehensions as to what 
their fate would be, and the testimonv from 
those minorities would be sufficient justifica- 
tion for the historian in that respect. 

Mr. Osmond G. Esmonde, T.D., also re- 
sponded.. He had had opportunities, he said, 
of studying the development of public 
accounts in this country since the State was 
inaugurated, and there had been a steady 
improvement in that respect. So far as public 
accounts were concerned the English system 
was the best in the world. In Ireland they 
inherited that system, and in the course of 
the last few years improved upon it, and the 
public accounts now of the Free State are in 
the front rank among the countries of the 
world, , 

THE IRISH BRANCH. 

Mr. G. N. Jacob proposed the toast of 

‘The Irish Free State Branch of the London 
Association of Accountants.’’ He said that 
the great -profession of accountants had 
grown in importance rapidly, In his capacity 
us President of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce of the Irish Free State he regarded 
with the greatest interest the conditions of 
trade generally and the prospects for th 
future. They had been passing through very 
lean years, and agriculture had had a trving 
time, but there were signs of improvement. 
Some idealists thought that they could be a 
self-contained country. That was, however, 
far from the fact. Their interests were closely 
bound up with other natious, and their chief 
customer would always be England, Their 
Government had taken valuable steps to assist 
farmers for the better breeding of live stock. 
improved methods of marketing produce, and 
dissemination of expert advice. He spoke of 
the good feeling he had experienced towards 
Ireland in the London Chamber of Commerce. 
He held optimistic views as to the future of 
the country, and believed that better times 
were coming, but they could only expect their 
recovery to be gradual. ; 
As to the lightening of the burden of taxa- 
tion, he said that it was a difficult problem, 
but it was a matter that they could we be- 
fore the Minister. Speaking of unemployment 
and housing accommodation, he said that they 
were the two crying needs to he grappled 
with. Without going into the questions of 
free trade and protection, he said that no new 
tariff should be imposed that would result in 
raising the cost of living, which is now much 
too high in the Free State. The success of 
the second National Loan was a verv en- 
ecouraging sign of returning confidence in the 
future prospects of the country. What was 
wanted here was a long period of settled 
government, as changes of policy would retard 
the growing feeling of confidence and have 
an adverse effect on trade. -He concluded by 
saying that he regarded President Coagrave as 
a valuable national asset. Showing qualities 
of statesmanship of the highest order, he had 
guided the ship of State safely through 
stormy waters. His Visit to America shed 
lustre on the Irish race and inspired world- 
wide confidence in their ability to succeed. 
They were grateful to him for the way that he 
represented their country. (Applause.) 

THE FUTURE OF ACCOUNTANCY. 

Senator Bennett, replying, said that he 
agreed with all that Mr. Jacob had said re 
garding the future prosperity of the Irish Free 
State and the able guidance of the ship of 
State by Mr. Cosgrave. He helieved that all 
branches of accountaney would benefit by the 
development of the country, and that the 
State would find the Irish Free State Branch 
of the London Association of Accountants of 
great.advantage as prosperity developed. The 
branches in the Free State were not very 
numerous, but al! the members were active 
members, every one of whom had proved his 
capacity to assist in any duty that might be 
required of him. He thonght the dav was 
coming when industries in this country would 
launch forth into a wider field of development 
and when their association would reap some 
of the rewards of that development. 

Mr. J. M. Biggar, who also responded, 
said that the London Association was grate- 
ful to the Free State for the noble lead 
given to other countries in its dealings with 
the accountancy profession. Their Associa- 
tion had obtained a status second to none in 
the profession, and they looked forward to 
the Free State setting an example by passing 
a registration bill which would be copied by 
the rest of the world. 

LEGAL RECOGNITION OF BETTING. 

Mr, J. T. Wallace proposed the toast. of 
the “ Legal and Kindred Professions,’ which 
was responded to by Senator Barrington. 

Mr, W, T. Sheridan, representing the legal 
profession, alsc responded, and said that 
accountants had great influence, and occu- 
pied a very important position in any com- 
munity, and it was all the more important 
that a registration bill should be passed for 
them. Referring to the legal recognition ol 
betting, he said that the betting offices that 
had been set up had a demoralising effect on 
women and children, as well as on working- 
men, and the soonor the Act legalising het- 
ting offices in the city was abolished the 
better it would be for the community, 

The toast of ' The Guests” was proposed 
hy Mr. Goodall, who said that the country 
was slowly recovering from the depression 
of the last few years.
